SCHOOL REPORT. 


District No. 1. 


Summer term was taught by Miss Lydia A. Flint of Sweden, 
Me. Length of term, eight weeks. Whole unmber of schol- 
ars, 5. Average number, 4. Paid teacher $3.25 per week, 
district gave board. This was Miss Flint’s first term. She 
gave good satisfaction and gained the good will of the schol- 
ars. 

Winter term commenced and kept eight weeks with Miss 
Bessie M. Wheeler for teacher. ‘Then there was a vacation of 
five weeks on account of scarlet fever. Miss Wheeler is one 
of the best of teachers, and it was regreted that she could not 
return. The school is now being finished by Miss Grace Page, 
a teacher of considerable experience. Paid $4.00 per week for 
teaching this school. $8.00 for wood. Whole number of 
scholars, 8, average 7. Board $1. 75. 


District No. 2. 


Summer term of nine weeks taught by Miss Addie Allard. 
Whole number of scholars, 20, average number 18. Wages of 
teacher, $5.00 per week, board given. This was Miss Allard’s 
third term in this district. She is a first-class teacher. 

Winter term commenced and kept nine weeks under the tui- 
tion of Miss Hattie Abbott. Miss Abbott is a good teacher. 
Whole number of scholars, 18, average 15. Wages of teacher 
$5.00 per week, board $2.00. Paid $9.00 for wood. Miss 
Abbott was not able to finish her school. ‘Term was kept out 
by Miss Bessie P. Walker. This was her first school. Have 
no doubt she will make an excellent teacher. 


District No. 3. 
No report sent in by Mr. Binford, who has charge of that 
school. 
District No. 4. 
Summer term taught by Miss Eva E. Martin, Lovell Centre, 
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Me. Length of term ten weeks. Whole number of scholars, 
20, average 18. Wages of teacher per week $4.25. Price of 
board per week $1.25. Miss Martin is an experienced teacher 
but the scholars did not make the advancement which they 
should in the time. 

Winter term taught by W. C. Charles of this town. Length 
of term, eleven weeks. Whole number of scholars 23, aver- — 
age 17. Wages of teacher per week $6.00. Price of board 
unsettled. Amount paid for wood $1.25. I visited the school 
near the commencement. Was unable to visit it but once. 
In my opinion the teacher labored hard and the scholars made 
good progress. 


District No. 3d. 


Summer term was taught by Miss Georgia E. Putnam of 
Lovell Centre, Me. Length of term ten weeks. Whole num- 
ber of scholars 6, average 5. Wages of teacher $3.50, price 
of board per week, $1.50. Miss Putnam is a well educated, 
energetic and methodical teacher, and it is to be hoped that 
she may long follow her chosen avocation. 

Winter term taught by Miss Lilly May Hobbs of Fryeburg, 
Me. Length of term eleven weeks. Whole unmber of schol- 
ars 6, average 4. Wages per week $4.00, price of board per 
week $2.00. At the commencement of school there was evi- 
dence of a successful term. Towards the middle of the term 
there was diszatisfaction with one scholar, but think the teach- 
er clid her duty in every respect.
